ST. Lo, Aug. 17th. 


MON. LE BARON,—Having been ar- 


rested—at the moment of flying from 
the late deplorable events, and when I 
was endeavoring to emigrate into the 
Island of Jersey, I surrendered lo the 
Provisional Committee of the Prefec- 
ture of La Manche, as the Charter did 
not allow the Procureur du Roi of the 
Arrondissement of St. Lo, nor the 
Judge destruction, to issue a(warrant 
against me. 
Supposing that the gov- 


ernment had given orders for my ar- 
rest, it must be remembered that the 
Chamber of Peers alone, according to 
the new as well as the old Charter,'has 
a right to arrest a Peer of the realm. 
I 


do not know what the Chamber will 
do in that respect, and if it will put to 
my account the untoward events, which 
I regret more than any one else—events 
which struck us like a thunder bolt 
that no one could foresee or avert; for 
n that terrible moment it %vas impossi- 
ble to know who to listen to, whom to 
apply to, and all we could do was to de- 
fend life. 


I should wish. M. le Baron, to retire 


to my own house, there to resume those 
peaceful habits which coincide so much 
with my inclination, from which I was 
called against my own will, as is well 
known by those who are acquainted 
with my character. Too many vicissi- 
tudes have filled my life—too many 
misfortunes have passed over my head 
in my tumultuous career. 
At least, ia 


the days of my prosperity, no one can 
accuse me of having harbored any spir- 
it of revenge against those who, per- 
haps, took advantage of their fortune 
to persecute me in adversity ; and in- 
deed, M. le Baron, what would be my 
fate if, in the midst of the turbulent age 
in which we live, the political opinions 
of those who are borne down by the tem- 
pest are considered as treason by those 
who embrace the opinions of an' oppo- 
sing party ? 


If I am not allowed lo retire to my 


own estate, I should be desirous of go- 
ing to u foreign country with my wife 
and children.

ber of Peers issues a warrant against 
me, I should wish lo be imprisoned in 
the fort of Ham, in Picardy, where I 
was detained during the long captivity 
which I supported in my youth, or in 
some spacious or convenient citadel.

October aforesaid^ a\. the Court-house in 
the borough of Gettysburg-, then and 
there to make a fair statement and cer- 
tificate of the number of votes which 
shall have been given at the different 
Districts in the County of Adams, for 
any person or persons for the different 
Offices aforesaid, Sec. 


And, by a law passed 2d April, 1821, 


it is made the duty of the Sheriff to 
give Public Notice of the provisions of 
said law. 


The following are extracts :— 
SKC. 1. Be il enacted by the. Senate $• 


House of Representatives of the, Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania, hi General Ms- 
sembly met, and il is hereby enacted by the 
authority of I lie same, That the several 
qualified Electors who shall vote at any 
General or Special Election within this 
Commmonwealth, shall give to the In- 
spectors of such Election, separate 
Tickets for each office or station voted 
for, which Tickets shall contain no 
more than the proper number of names; 
but no Ticket shall be rejected by the 
Judges of the Election, in counting off 
the voles,should the same contain fewer 
names than the proper number, those 
for Sheriffs and Coroners excepted. 


SKC. 2. Anil be it fur/her enacted by the 


authority aforesaid, That it shall be the 
duty of the Sheriff or Coroner, as the 
case may be, of each and every County 
within this Commonwealth, to give 
Public Notice, at the same time, and 
in the same manner, and under the 
same penally, that he is now required 
to give notice of any General or Special 
Election—that any person who shall 
hold any office or appointment of profit 
or trust under the government of the 
United States, whether a commissioned 
officer or otherwise, a subordinate offi- 
cer or agent, who is or shall be employ- 
ed under the Legislative, Executive, or 
Judiciary Departments of the United 
States, and also that every Member of 
Congress, is by law incapable of hold- 
ing or exercising at the same time the 
ofiice or appointment of Judge, Inspec- 
tor, or Clerk of any Election within the 
Slate.

It is said that the nobility and other 
classes had put ihcmsehes at the head 
of the movement, and entered into a 
contract with the chief's of the military 
force, who had joined their cause.— 
The Palace at Brussels would be given 
up by the guard, if the answer received 
from the King, who was at the Hague, 
was no! satisfactory. 
The insurgents 


demand a new constitution, not granted 
by the King's free will and pleasure but 
as coix/'tis, or established by the people. 
Great excitement prevailed at Ghent on 
the 26th and 27th. 
The number of kil- 


led in Brussels is variously stated. It 
probably did not exceed two or three 
hundred. 
The cause which is said to 


have given rise to this new revolution, 
is said to have been trifling; yet, the 
faggots being mice enkindled, it will be 
difficult to appease a people who have 
the example of France before their eyes, 
and whoaie, in fact, half French them- 
selves. 
A celebrated correspondent in 


the Morning Chronicle, who signs him- 
self O. P. Q., ascribes the gi-eat unpop- 
ularity of the King of the Netherlands 
to the belief that he is merely a puppet 
moved at the will of the English Cabi- 
net, though naturally inclined to liber- 
alism himself. 


The demands made by the insur- 


gents are said to be the following: 


1. The complete execution of the 


Loi Fondamentals, or Charter, given 
by the King at his accession. 


2. The dismissal of the Minister of 


Justice. Von Masnan,and another men- 
ber of the Cabinet, together with some 
of the city authorities. 


3. The equal division of officers be- 


tween the two nations, the Belgians and 
the Dutch. 


4. The establishment of the chief tri- 


bunal of the nation in some frontier 
town. 


One of the Belgic journals, the polil- 


iyiie, demands for the people that the 
ministers of the King shall be made 
responsible, and that trial by Jury shall 
be established, with "twenty 
other 


guarantees." 
The latest advices say 


that troops from Holland had marched 
upon Brussels, a measure which, from j 
the hatred between "the Belgians and

Hollanders, is of doubtful policy.— 
It seems, however, from the following 
article, dated Brussels, Aug. 29, that 
they will not immediately attempt an 
entry.
